Every person wh 
has not been successfully vac 
nated in the past five years 
askijd to make arrangements t 
obtain a vaccination 1mm 
diately.

Tuberculosis. Chest x-ray fo 
everyone is recommended as th 
best method of determining th 
presence of this disease so tha 
treatments may be started a 
once if necessary.

Syphilis. Blood tests are sug 
gested since the presenci 
iyphilis is unsuspected by a 

least half of the people wh 
have this disease.

Gonorrhea. Persons suspeci 
ng possible infection are ac 
rised to have an immediate e> 
amlnation.
